Mayor Emanuel pledged Thursday to bring blue 
cart recycling to every Chicago home that doesn’t 
yet have it by the end of 2013, an elusive goal first 
promised by his predecessor in 2008. 

Former Mayor Richard M. Daley was dubbed 
one of America’s greenest mayors for repeatedly 
promising citywide recycling. Emanuel is seeking 
to grab a similar mantle by delivering what Daley 
could not. The new mayor is able to do so because 
of a tactic Daley introduced before leaving office: 
allowing partial or potentially full privatization by 
hiring companies to compete with city crews for 
the work. 

On Thursday Emanuel said he’s finally going to 
end “a tale of two cities” in which about 261,000 
households enjoy recycling pickup from blue bins 
in their alleys, while another 340,000 don’t have 
the service. 

The Emanuel administration isn’t certain how 
much expanding the program to the rest of Chi- 
cago will cost, because city crews and the pri- 
vate companies still are competing for work, and 
there’s no assurance either will do it for the same 
prices they now offer. The price tag was the hold- 
up under Daley 

Emanuel said the cost of recycling has been 
cut by $2.2 million in the six months since Waste 
Management and Metal Management Midwest 
started competing with city crews. The mayor 
said the savings will be used to bring bins to the 
remaining homes. 

But it’s unclear whether the city actually has 
saved $2.2 million in its budget because Streets 
and Sanitation workers taken off recycling duty 
during the “managed competition” were moved to 


other work in the department rather than being 
laid off Those tasks include tree trimming, refuse 
collection and rodent control, city officials said. 

Recycling crews have been reduced from 
44 people to 32, according to the city The remain- 


ing crews achieved efficiencies by having the driv- 
er and laborer meet at the same location, cutting 
time on the road. Routes and schedules also were 
redrawn and city workers start their day closer to 
their pickup sites.

Former Mayor Richard

When he in- 
troduced the bins, Daley 
said they would “eventu- 
ally” be in all 50 wards, 
but he never got there 
due to cost. 

Mayor Emanuel made 
his citywide expansion 
pledge in Humboldt Park 
while talking about the 
recent addition of about 
20,000 new homes to 
recycling program in 
Wicker Park, Bucktown 
and Logan Square. 

Those residences will 
be serviced by Waste 
Management, Emanuel 
said. 

Competition for recy- 
cling work was sched- 
uled to end in June with 
Emanuel declaring a 
winner, but the mayor 
suggested Thursday he 
might continue it for the 
foreseeable future to 
keep the participants on 
their toes. 

“What will hap- 
pen, every six months 
[Streets and Sanitation 
Commissioner] Tom 
[Byrne] and his team will 
evaluate this, and then 
atone point, if some- 
body brings down the 
price even further, we’ll 
rip that Band-Aid off,” 
Emanuel said.

Fests face the music 


For smaller street fairs, mandatory city permit fees may be hard to swallow

Putting on a street festival, already a risky finan- 
cial proposition for smaller organizations, will 
become even more pricey this summer in the 
wake of an ordinance aimed at ending permit- 
fee freebies for larger profitable events. 

^Vn ordinance unanimously approved 
Nov. 1 6 by the City Council says an alderman 
can no longer ask fellow aldermen to waive the 
several thousand dollars in fees associated with 
a fair or fcst in his or her ward — something the 
City Council did for roughly 200 of the cit/s 
700 such events last year. 

'^Historically the city expended valuable re- 
sources in supporting street festivals, the or- 
ganizers of which often represented profitable 
businesses and professional companies \v 4 io 
were simply not paying their fair share,” budget 
spokeswoman Kathleen Strand said. 


MONEY MATTERS 

The city of Chicago has not made a prediction 
about how much the new waiver ban wiii add 
to city coffers. But considering that last year 
about 200 festivais got breaks that, by orga- 
nizers’ estimates, usualiy ranged from $2,000 
to $15.000 . the total amount the city wiii 
gain by changing the policy couid be around 
$500,000. 


Strand said the city is ^'working to ensure 
smaller community events are not unduly bur- 
dened by the expense of these fees,” but no con- 
crete plan is yet in place. 

But as summer approaches and the bills come 
due, some nonprofit neighborhood groups are 
faulting the city for creating new costs for the 


smaller festivals that often are seen as tools for 
community development. 

“I think sometimes when decisions are made 
downtown theyVe not fully informed on the 
consequences of stuff, and sometimes the/re 
looking for revenue in all the wrong areas,” said 
Roscoe Vilbge Chamber of Commerce Presi- 
dent Ron Kinn, who chairs the committee in 
charge of Roscoe Village Burger Fest. Last year 
the fest donated more than $8,000, divided 
among several groups including a public school, 
a youth baseball league and an animal rescue 
group. Kinn said festivals also are an important 
fundraising tool for neighborhood groups. 

"A lot of not- for-pro fits survive based on what 
happens at the festival,” he said. “VC^thout the 
street festival for most chambers of commerce 
and most neighborhood associations, they don’t 
exist.” 


Jury selection 
commences 
in Hudson case

Some prospective jurors gasped 
Thursday when they realized they 
were being considered for the tri- 
al ofWilliam Balfour, accused in 
the slayings of Jennifer Hudson’s 
family members. 

T'he moment came as the judge 
announced the name of the case, 
People V. Balfour, then introduced 
Balfour and read the indictment. 

Judge Charles Bums asked if 
anyone would be unable to decide 
the case without ''sympathy, bias 
or prejudice.” About 20 people 
stood up. 

Balfour, 30 appeared wearing a 
white dress shirt, yellow tie and 
black dress shoes. His hair is new- 
ly cut short. 

He is accused of fatally shoot- 
ing Hudson’s mother, brother and 
7-year-old nephew in October 
2008. At the time Balfour was the 
estranged husband of Hudson’s 
sister, Julia, 

Potential jurors filled out ques- 
tionnaires Thursday and will be 
questioned by the judge starting 
Monday The questionnaires seek 
background information, includ- 
ing their knowledge of Hudson’s 
career, if they are fans of her work 
and whether they have followed 
the media coverage of the mur- 
ders. 

It could take two to three days 
to select 12 jurors and six alter- 
nates. But opening statements 
in the trial aren’t scheduled until 
April 23 because of the judge’s 
other commitments.

It jceeps the media spotlight on him and bol- 
sters the image he constantly projects of him- 
self as the lone conservative battling the GOP 
establishment’s desire for the more moderate 
Mitt Romney to face President Obama in No- 
vember. 

Both elements are vital to the former U.S. 
senator from Pennsylvania, who has seen his 
campaign rise from shoestring status to be- 
come the main conservative challenge to Rom- 
ney’s front-running bid. 


While primary results and the delegate 
count worlc against him, Santorum can exploit 
his underdog status by continuing to hammer 
themes at the heart of his campaign— that only 
a true conservative can beat Obama and that 
Romney laclcs conservative principles valued 
by Tea Party supporters and Christian evan- 
gelicals who malce up Santorum’s base. 

“The more the establishment tries to force 
{Santorum} out of the race, the stronger his 
argument is with the grassroots that the estab- 
lishment is ganging up on him and being un- 
fair,” said Darrell West, vice president and di- 
rector of governance studies at the Broolcings 
Institution. “He can play to voter suspicions 
that national leaders don’t have their best in- 
terests at heart.”

“Everyone seems to think their cellphone 
company is the worst," said Chris Morran, 
deputy editor at the advocacy blog Con- 
sumerist. “No matter who we write about, 
everyone hates them." 

So there's the caveat before I let you in on 
deep dark contract-busting secrets: Alake 
sure you're not giving in to a grass-is-always- 
greener mentality 

“A lot of [people] are going from the frying 
pan into the fire,” Morran said. “Or from the 
frying pan into another frying pan.” 

First j Morran says, see if you can’t bluff 
your way into a better deal with your current 


provider, “If you get the right person and say 
'I don’t care, I'U eat the fee,' sometimes you’ll 
get a gpod retention specialist who will get 
you a better rate or an earlier upgrade,” he 
said. 

But if you've got your heart set on switch- 
ing, you do have a few options. 

You’ve got to try to be quick. 

Most contracts give you a window, some- 
times as much as 30 days, during which you 
can dump your plan, no questions asked. 
Abu’ll only have to pay for the time you’ve 
already used. 

If you’re too far gone for that, try scanning 
the fine print. Some wireless agreements 
state that the contract is void if you can 
prove it has changed in a way that affects you 
negatively. Texting rates went up a few cents? 
Fantastic. There’s your out.

Jason Biggs: I haven’t gone to sleep yet. 

Seann William Scott: I had some hookers to 
my room. 

JB: Dude, I didn’t realize: You can get some 
really good, pure cocaine here.

Not according to Cyndi Clamp, president 
of the National Association of Reunion Man- 
agers, who says there is no clear correlation 
between Facebook participation and reunion 
attendance. Any way you slice it, she says, 
the nostalgia associated with reunions— cur- 
rently embodied by Stiller and the rest of the 
‘American Pie” gang in the new $50 million 
flick ‘American Reunion”— continues to have 
a Arm hold on pop culture. 

“Facebook is not real life,” Clamp said. 
“What we share on Facebook may be real and 
honest, but we’re also calculating on what we 
share and how we share it. Facebook does not 
replace or ruin your high school reunion.” 

Schools across the country that use profes- 
sional reunion managers have seen attendance 
remain relatively steady over the past decade. 
Clamp said. The average attendance rate for a 
high school reunion is about 25 percent. 

“The average fluctuates a bit each year, but 
not enough to show any conclusive evidence 
that social media has more or less of an im- 
pact on attendance than the economy or any 
other factor,” Clamp said. 

Lauren Martinez, 28, a public affairs man- 
ager in the finance industry, organized her 
Lane Tech High School 10 -year reunion in 
2011, and said Facebook and other online 
networking tools were helpful in locating 
classmates. According to Martinez and the 
school’s alumni office, her class was the first 
in the North Side school’s history to rely 
100 percent on online social networking to 
publicize the reunion. Nevertheless, turnout 
was less than the national average. 

“We had numerous people tell us that they 
weren’t interested in attending because they 
could already see what everyone was up to on 
Facebook,” said Martinez, of Roscoe Village. 
“It definitely became a challenge to try and 


whom they want to spend time with offline. 

“Getting together in person lets you get 
into different kinds of conversations than you 
can on Facebook,” Awl said. ‘And you know, 
hugging is nice; so is dancing or telling old 
stories over late-night diner food. As far as re- 
unions go, if you still like a classmate based on 
your Facebook interactions, then you’ll likely 
be just as eager, or more so, to hang out with 
them in person.” 

For Amanda Rahn, 35, a curriculum man- 
ager in the education industry, face-to-face 
contact and reuniting with old friends isn’t a 
top priority “I’ve been lucky to make friends 
that I can see once a year and feel like we 
just saw each other the week before. I also 
work from home, which means most of my 
correspondence is via email and text messag- 
ing— so maybe I’ve gotten used to not see- 
ing people? I know that when I do it’s nice, 
but it’s not a necessity like it used to be,” said 
Rahn, a Logan Square resident who attended 
her 10 -year high school reunion in Naper- 
ville in 2004. 


“I definitely think that social networking 
sites such as Facebook helped with starting 
conversations at the reunion,” Martinez said. 
“For a good portion of attendees, I knew who 
was married and had kids, who had moved 
away and where people were working. There 
were quite a few instances when I was talking 
to someone and I brought up something I 
had seen on Facebook to keep the conversa- 
tion going.” 

For Christine Perez, 30, a corporate meet- 
ing/conference planner, bonding with old 
classmates doesn’t involve Facebook stalking 
or attending high school reunions. 

“Face-to-face connection is important with 
those you really care about— and I mostly get 
a chance to do that when there is a friend get- 
ting married and I get to reconnect with that 
group of friends who attend,” Perez said. “It’s 
the best, because we usually get to chat over 
dinner and then dance the night away like the 
good old days.”

Nothing new in this coming-of-age story 



Raise your hand, all 
current and aspir- 
ing filmmakers, and 
repeat: “I, (your 
name here), pledge 
to never include a 
group of high school 
guys making a bet 
about who can lose their virginity first. If I 
can find a new, fresh way to do this, I still 
promise not to make a plot point out of the 
main character’s crush finding out about the 
bet.” 

Great, glad that’s settled. Writer-director 
Mario Van Peebles’ inclusion of such a 
hand-me-down teen movie cliche tells only 
half the story, though, since the filmmaker 
behind “New Jack City” and the terrific 
“Baadasssss!” wants “We the Party” to mostly 
serve as a story about character and social 
priorities. Sixteen-year-old Hendrix (Man- 
dela Van Peebles, Mario’s son) dreams of 
buying a car and taking Cheyenne (Simone 
Battle), the hottest and smartest girl in his 
L. A. -area high school, to the prom. But Hen- 
drix’s dad/teacher (Mario Van Peebles) cares

more about Hendrix boosting his grades and 
realizing that “Minimum effort now means 
minimum wage later.” 

So the movie bounces back and forth 
between standard coming-of-age stuff— can 
you believe Cheyenne falls for Hendrix while 
tutoring him, and someone takes an escort 
to the prom?— and higher-brow subject 
matter, such as a scene in which Hendrix 
and Cheyenne interview homeless people to 
get a sense of perspective. “Do you feel your 
life has been a success?” may not be the best 
opening question. 

Van Peebles recognizes kids’ dreams of 
fame as rappers, singers or otherwise while 
emphasizing the unlikelihood of fame. At 
its best, “We the Party” serves as a sobering 
bridge between the short-sightedness of 
adolescence and the realities that gradually 
set in, ideally with parental guidance. 

That often comes off as a lecture. Lines 


like “Smart is the newgangsta” clash with the 
movie’s reliance on teen movie stereotypes 
and a prank stolen right out of “Freaks and 
Geeks.” Plus, closing by joining two over- 
weight characters in a relationship just to 


make a joke about them enjoying an all-you- 
can-eat buffet hardly qualifies as the sort of 
progressive, intellectual comedy Van Peebles 
has in mind. Well, when he doesn’t show a 
kid puking in a punch bowl.

So Ike reluctantly turns to the devil who 
helped him build his dream-come-true in 
the first place —ruthless mob boss Ben “The 
Butcher” Diamond {Danny Huston). Ben 
has fled his casinos in Cuba as Fidel Castro’s 
revolution threatens to take over the country 
He’s back in Miami ready to sink his claws 
into the city 

“I want more,” Ben warns Ike, talking spe- 
cifically about control of the hotel. “That’s 
what I’ve always wanted; I’ve always wanted 
more.” 

Huston plays Ben with a searing intensity 
that burns the character’s image into your 
brain. When Ike’s womanizing oldest son, 
Stevie (Steven Strait), meets Ben’s new young 
wife, Lily (Jessica Marais), and she purrs, “I’m 
the wrong woman,” you agree while picturing 
Ben fatally interrupting any tryst they might 
have. 

Ben’s all menace and gluttony, and as enjoy- 
able as it is to watch Huston chew scenery, I 
hope he eventually finds more subtle shad- 


ings in his character, as Morgan has with Ike. 
He strikes a nice balance between sweetness, 
worry and ruthlessness; Ike is basically a 
good guy forced to get his hands dirty to save 
his dream. 

“Magic City” really sparkles when the char- 
ismatic Morgan is onscreen. He and Strait do 
subtle character work in a well-written scene 
where Stevie, having been thrown for a loop 
by Lily, asks Ike whether it was love at first 
sight when he met his now-deceased first 
wife, Stevie’s mom. 

“No,” Ike answers, drawing a disappointed 
look from Stevie. “What you’re talking 
about, that only happened with Vera.” 

The scene is touching, honest and a little 
surprising, but it shows the respect Ike has for 
his son and family It sets up another tender, 
telling moment between the two later. When 
Ike messes Stevie’s hair to say both thanks 
and congratulations, Stevie leans his head into 
Ike’s hand. It’s a simple, moving gesture that 
speaks volumes about both characters. 

Both scenes, too, show that some of the 
cliches at play in “Magic City” — Strait’s 
seemingly rote bad boy, for example— are 
transformed into something more in the 
blink of an eye. 

“Magic City” may have its flaws, but magi- 
cal moments like these will have me checking

They both made Chicago proud 
on Bravo’s “Top Chef.” They both 
became known on said show for 
saying exactly what was on their 
minds. And now Dale Levitski and 
Chuy Valencia are both bringing 
their colorful personalities and in- 
ventive food to a stretch of North 
Broadway in Lakeview that’s ready 
for a breath of fresh air. 

Last week, Sprout executive chef 
Levitski opened French-American 
bistro Frog N Snail (3124 N. Broad- 
way) with partner Mike Causevic. 
Valencia, who until recently was 
the chef at Chilam Balam (3023 N. 
Broadway), said he’s in talks with 
coffeehouse entrepreneur Philip 
Tadros (Dollop, Kickstand) to 
team up on a new cafeteria/coffee 
shop/microbrewery concept. He 
wants to stay on Broadway and is in 
the process of securing a location 
just south of Belmont but hopes to 
eventually franchise. 

Both chefs live in Lakeview, have 
dined at each other’s restaurants 
and occasionally run into each 
other on the street, but they were 
quick to dismiss questions about 
whether some friendly competi- 
tion is brewing on Broadway 

“I think if anything, it’s, ‘Let’s get 
some more people in here,’ ” Lev- 
itski said. “The more, the merrier. 
Randolph [Street] is just stacked 
with big name after big name, and I 
think this neighborhood is ripe for 
the picking.”

“Top Chef” chops: On Season 3, 
Levitski was runner-up to Hung Huynh 
along with fellow cheftestant Casey 
Thompson. He returned for Season 8’s 
“Top Chef All-Stars.” 

Best known for: Being competitive 
and outspoken. Perhaps his most 
memorable quote: ‘Tm a big gay chef, 
and I’m gonna out-cook your ass.” 

Frog N Snail in one sentence: “A 

French-American neighborhood 
bistro.” 


Whafs in a name? “I think ‘frog’ and 
‘snail’ are two things that automati- 
cally make you think French food.” 
Levitski also wanted the name to re- 
flect that this is the first restaurant he’s 
taken from conception to launch (at 
Sprout, he stepped in after opening). 
“It’s about little boys made of frogs 
and snails and puppy dog tails,” he 
said. “So it’s kind of like, little guy got 
all grown up.” 


The food: Whereas Sprout is “all about 
pushing our boundaries creatively, this 
restaurant is about pulling back, so I’m 
doing much more simple food here,” 
he explained. Expect modern bistro 
staples such as steak frites and French 
onion soup, as well as inventive twists 
on the classics; Levitski is especially 
excited about his “beef on beef” take 
on beef stroganoff: braised short ribs 
with homemade pappardelle, mush- 
rooms, tarragon and madeira cream, 
all topped with a pepper-crusted pe- 
tite filet. And don’t forget the frogs and 
snails. Levitski considers it a “good 
omen” that his appetizer of I

What’s next: In addition to pursuing the new 
restaurant, Valencia’s working on a book 
tentatively titled “M.E.A.L.S.: Menus, Entrees, 
Anecdotes, Lies and Some truth to protect 
the innocent and equally evil.” He plans to 
shop it around to publishers this spring, with 
hopes that it’ll land on shelves by Christmas. 
In the meantime, catch him next door to 
Chilam Balam at Monsignor Murphy’s, where 
he’s making “cameo appearances” bartend- 
ing in the outdoor beer garden. 


What people say when they recognize you 
on the street: “They always ask me: Padma 
or Gail?” he said. And? “Oh, I would pick Gail. 

I like ’em thick like a milkshake. I don’t like no 
bag o’ bones. ... That’s what Padma is-too 
bony. Gail is such a sweetheart. She’s so sin- 
cere, she’s so humble, so nice, you know, very 
personable. ... She’s Canadian, you know?” 


“Top Chef” chops: Valencia was one of six

Best known for: Telling stories about his 
dad. “My dad’s a jack of all trades, master of 
all,” he explained. “He has a lot of wisdom. 
My favorite thing that he always told me 
was, ‘Son, I don’t care if you’re a janitor, but 
be the best one.’ Stuff like that always moti- 
vated me.” 


The new restaurant in one sentence: A 

“really hearty, kind of Midwest, but sort of 
modern-day Chicago take on diner classics 
and cafeteria food.” 


What’s in a name? Valencia said he’s in the 
process of trademarking the name of his 
new company, Ursa-as in the constellations 
Ursa Minor and Ursa Major, to signify “minor 
projects, major projects and everything in 
between.” No word yet on the name of the 
restaurant. 


The food: Although Chilam Balam 
was featured on the Food 
Network’s “Diners, Drive-ins and 
Dives,” it sounds like Valencia’s 
new concept may be a bit 
more convincing in the cat- 
egory. The cafeteria-style 
joint will fresh-roast coffee 
up front, operate a two- 
kettle brewery in back and 
serve up old-school dishes 
(undoubtedly updated, if 
we know Valencia) like 
buttered noodles, lasagna, 
patty melts and meatball 
sandwiches.
